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Ramspeck Calls for Probe 
Of All New Deal Agencies 


‘We Should Make Changes 
Before Republicans Do,’ 
He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—(4)— 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, 
Democrat, Georgia, advocated to- 
day a congressional investigation 
of all New Deal agencies and 
laws. 

He made this proposal as a 
means of finding and correcting 
weaknesses in the administration 
of bureaus, boards and commis- 
sions established by congress 
since the Roosevelt administration 
began in 1933. 


Such an investigation, the Geor- 
gian said, should include the La- 
bor Relations Board, the Wage-

NAZIS WILL FORGE 


WEAPON DREADED 
BY ENGLISH NAVY 


Germans Take Advantage 
of Escape Clause in 1935 
Pact, Giving Reasons 
Termed ‘Very General.’ 


WAR ON SHIPPING 
FEARED IN LONDON 


British Picture Fleet of 
Destructive ‘Minnow’ 
Craft Off Their Coast. 


BERLIN, Dec. 30.—(4)—Ger- 
many informed Great Britain to- 
day that she intended to build 
up to parity with the British fleet 
in submarines, the dreaded Ger- 
man World War weapon which 
was completely banned by the 
Treaty of Versailles. 


When Germany signed a naval 
treaty with Britain in 1935 she 
agreed to limit her shiny new U- 
boat fleet-—which has sprung from 
nowhere in the last three years— 
to 45 per cent of Britain’s subma- 
rine tonnage. 


The pact with Britain, how- 
ever, recognized Germany’s right 
to parity, and there was an es- 
cape clause which permitted the 
Reich to build beyond the 45 per 
cent “in the event of a situation 
arising which in its (the German 
government's) opinion makes it 
necessary.” 

To Double Tonnage. 

Today’s...announcement means 
Germany intends to more than 
double her present submarine ton- 
nage of about 31,000 tons, since 
Britain’s is about 70,000. 


(London political observers felt 
|Germany’s demand was a hard 
jolt to Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain’s appeasement policy. British 
officials explained Germany was 
taking advantage of a loophole in 
the 1935 treaty. oy said Ger- 
many’s reasons were “very gen- 
eral.” 

(British naval circles feared 
that Germany was building a vast 
fleet of ingenious “minnow” sub- 
marines in preparation for a pos- 
sible war of destruction against 
merchant shipping.) 

The British and German ad- 
miralties are discussing the mat- 


ter in the light of naval treaties 


existing between Berlin and Lon- 
| Son. 
May Build Cruisers. 

Parity with Britain in subma- 
mines presumably would not alter 
the limitation of Germany’s total 
naval tonnage to 35 per cent of 
Britain’s, as specified by the 1935 
pact. Germany has not built up 
'to 35 per cent. 

Germany, however, apparently 
desires also to build more 10,000- 
ton cruisers. She is limited in this 
class to three by a supplementary

Fire Loss Averages Only $240,000 
In Atlanta Annually, Records Show 


in Atlanta have 
averaged only $240,000 annually 
for six years, while insurance 
companies have collected approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 per year, Dewey 
L. Johnson, superintendent of 
electrical affairs for the city and 
president of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades, declared yesterday 
in urging lower fire 
rates here. 

Johnson asserted records show 
the fire insurance companies col- 
lect from $12,000,000 to $13.000,- 
000 a year in Georgia, with losses 
amounting to approximately $4,- 
000,000 annually. 

“These rates benefit no one in 
Georgia except the people em- 
ployed in local agencies,” he 
stated. “I have obtained informa- 
tion from what I consider a re- 
liable source, that of the $7,000,- 
000 collected annually in Geor- 
gia in excess of losses paid, only 
about $500,000 remains in 
Georgia.” 

He pointed out. that the build-

BUSINESS TO BE ENCOURAGED? 

One of the most frequent complaints in 
business circles during the past five years has 
been that the present administration was trying 
to hamstring industry rather than seeking to 
help it restore normal prosperity. The openly 
expressed feeling of resentment against this 
course was all too frequently not without jus- 
tification. 

Now, according to reports emanating from 
Washington, some of the new tax measures un- 
der discussion are intended to offer an incentive 
for adopting certain policies—say for business 
expansion and greater employment—instead of 
being designed to further restrict industry. 

One of the types of “incentive taxation” 
spoken of is the proposal to-grant exemptions 
from federal income and profit taxes to com- 
panies which share their profits with employes. 
It is felt the adoption of such a tax policy 
would induce ‘more employers to inaugurate 
profit-sharing plans. 

Another incentive to business is a proposal 
that taxes should depend on the percentage of 
capacity at which plant facilities are operated. 
If a plant is operated at 100 per cent capacity, 
for example, it might be taxed at one-half the 
present rates; if only at 50 per cent of capacity, 
the tax rates might be doubled. This, it is 
thought, would stimulate production. 

A third plan would be to rate companies, for 
the purpose of taxation, according to their ex- 
perience under state unemployment compensa- 
tion laws. Concerns keeping employment at a 
uniform level, over a number of years, would be 
given the benefit of a lower tax rate. This plan, 
of course, is designed strictly to stabilize em- 
ployment. 

While these proposals seem to indicate the 
beginning of a more co-operative feeling in 
Washington toward business — a condition 
greatly to be desired—they cannot be said, when 
taken as a whole, to be predicated upon sound 
business premises. 

No fault is to be found with the “profit- 
sharing plan.” It is getting to be a rather com- 
monplace business practice. It has long been 
considered wise to distribute a portion of earn- 
ings among those who contribute so much to 
making these earnings possible. It tends to ce- 
ment that always desirable friendly relationship 
between employer and employe. 

Little, however, can be said in favar of the 
plan to tax industry on the basis of operating 
capacity. Not infrequentiy a plant is-faced with 
the necessity of operating at half speed or of 
going broke. To double’ taxes under ‘such cir- 
cumstances would merely hasten the evil day. 
To put such a plan in the statute books, thereby 
making its enforcement mandatory, no matter 
how inequitable it might prove, would be ex- 
tremely ill-advised. It would probably result in 
the very thing which would necessitate a shut- 
down—overproduction. 

What business needs, more than anything 
else, is a chance to-assimilate,-as far as possible, 
the many restrictive and highly geared tax 
laws now being enforced against it. Any addi- 
tional operating burdens, with the usual red 
tape, would merely intensify the*economic in- 
digestion resulting from five years of over- 
feeding. If too much taxes is thought to be the 
main hindrance to a normal return to health, 
then there should be an unqualified reduction, 
all around, in the diet.

A Georgia hunter is reported to have killed 
a wild boar, weighing 300 pounds, with a bow 
and arrow.

CALLING A BLUFF 

The French government needed to use only 
one small destroyer of 2,441 tons and 1,000 
Senegalese troops to call the bluff of Italy’s 
Fascists on the Somaliland issue. Promptly, 
when France ordered the war vessel to the 
East African port of Djibouti, to reinforce the 
only other war vessel she had in those waters 
—an even smaller one—and prepared to in- 
crease the military garrison in Somaliland 
from 1,500 to 2,500, it was made plain in Rome 
that the Fascists had abandoned all thoughts 
of invading the said Somaliland. 

Thus is demonstrated how small an ante is 
required to call the bluff of the Fascists of 
Mussolini. The truth is, of course, Italy never 
had any intention of using force to wrest away 
French possessions in Africa. The loudly pro- 
Claimed “public demand” for the territory was 
undoubtedly inspired, but only to create a 
mental pawn for forthcoming discussions with 
Britain’s Prime Minister Chamberlain, when he 
visits Rome on January 11. 

In view of French familiarity with the 
strength of Italian arms, and with the prowess 
of Italian soldiery, it must be difficult for 
Rome to inject any conviction into such a bluff, 
anyway. Wasn’t it at Guadalajara, Spain, that 
Italian troops most recently demonstrated 
their marvelous ability to advance to the rear? 

Mussolini may, with the support of Hitler, 
think himself strong enough to make sweep- 
ing demands of France and of Britain but it 
is not likely that Premier Chamberlain, or 
Premier Daladier of France, will attach any 
serious significance to such Fascist effusions 
as the recent outcries for French Somaliland. 

There can be little weight behind Fascist 
threats when their bluff is called by one small 
warship and a mere 1,000 of native troops. 
Italian glory may emerge in -fullest flower 
when facing such an enemy as the primitively 
armed Ethiopians. But before troops—even 
natives—trained and equipped by France the 
situation assumes a different color. 


OUT OF TURN 

Elliott Roosevelt spoke a little out of turn 
in his speech this week attacking the state de- 
partment for not having settled the oil expro- 
priation controversy with Mexico. It is apparent 
he directed his remarks to a particular group 
in the Texas oil fields, and possibly did not 
consider they would attract nation-wide atten- 
tion. But he spoke as a private citizen, and as 
such his talk must be regarded. 

The oil expropriation question has not been 
allowed to lie dormant—the basis for its settle- 
ment was laid in the negotiations for adjust- 
ment of the 20-year-old land seizures. Now that 
these have been approved by the Mexican sen- 
ate there is no indication the oil problem will 
not be settled in the same manner, and without 
recourse to agitation of any section of citizens 
or groups. 

It does not help to assert that Germany has 
gained trade the United States has lost when 
citizens of this country have brought about the 
conditions of which young Roosevelt complains; 
namely, the boycott of Mexican oil. On the other 
hand, the oil companies cannot be blamed for 
refusing to purchase oil they consider their own 
before an adjustment of their expropriation 
Claims. There is argument for both Sides, but it 
will not be speeded to settlement by agitation 
against Mexico. The question must be settled 
through diplomatic channels, and the basis for 
the negotiations has been only recently com- 
pleted. 

When considering that Mexico has turned 
to-Germany for trade, it must be remembered 
the sympathies of the country rest in en- 
tirely different concepts of government and in- 
ternational trade. Necessity dictated the trans- 
action with Germany, not any belief in the 
Nazi philosophy. 

It is, therefore, only sensible that Americans 
permit the state department to proceed with 
the negotiations for settlement of the oil ques- 
tion dispassionately. They will then be com- 
pleted more quickly and more equitably.

FACTORS OF PRODUCTION 
(From The Florida Times-Union.) 


In the opinion of Mr. Roger W. Babson, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Mississippi and northern Florida 
nave a God-given factor of production. which may 
be “turned to account” with the movement of the 
paper industry to this section. 

Babson remarked before on his present trip 
southward of the value of this primary factor of 
production—land or nature. He told a gathering 
in New York city that “a small plot of land, 
enough to feed you, is the best insurance policy.” 

In his New York talk, he went back to an- 
other of the simple virtues of living, declaring 
that one of the difficulties today is that “the am- 
bition of the average person today ‘is to ride in 
the cart rather than to help pull it.” 

He advised young people to think less of 
stocks and bonds and invest rather in “character. 
health, technical skill” and small holdings of tand. 
: “Back ‘to the soil,” at least in the south, sounds 
like a sound economic maxim in view of what 
Mr. Babson and others state It may not hold the 
same attraction in some other sections of the 
country, but the south has that primary factor of 
production in abundance. Capital plays but a 
passive part in prouction, it is stated. “Man alone 
plays an active part; he alone takes the initiative 
in every act of production.” 

What will man or “labor” do in this new econ- 
omy of the south? 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
PREPARING THE NATION WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.— The 


President once surprised John L. 
Lewis by cutting short a discussion of complex labor problems with 
the suggestion that they be left to him to solve. Public opinion was 
the complicating factor. The President remarked that, as an ex- 
pert mass psychologist, he thought he could find a way of bringing 
public opinion round. 

The incident is worth recalling now, simply because there are 
grounds for the belief that the President is exercising his mass 
psychological talents in formulating foreign policy. This is not to 
say that the President’s policy is intentionally deceptive. 

On the contrary, since Munich he and his best-informed ad- 
visers have been convinced that “we’re on the list.” They have 
foreseen a time when this country would have to choose between 
facing down the dictatorships, or being faced down by them. They 
have alse known that our people were perfectly unprepared for 
such a time. If the belief is correct, the President is now doing 
his best to prepare the people for the time he fears. The effort 
is daring. Its wisdom is open to question. But it is difficult to 
doubt its sincerity, as a policy of passive isolationism would plainly 
involve far less political risk. 


DRAMATIZATIONS There are several indications that the 


President is consciously attempting to in- 
fluence public opinion on foreign policy. For one, there is the 
rather elaborate dramatization of the national defense program. 

The dramatization may be carried still further in the Presi- 
dent’s forthcoming messages to congress, in which it’s thought he 
may discuss the comparative armed strengths of the dictatorships 
and democracy in distinctly startling detail. It is a political axiom 
that agitation for preparedness is halfway to war talk. 

Then there is the President’s equally insistent dramatization of 
the conflict between the dictatorships and the democracies. He 
might well have taken the line that “it’s all very regrettable, but 
none of our business.” So far, such a line has seemed politically 
wise. But he has chosen, instead, to insist daily on the dictator- 
ships’ threat to the democracies, and to preach the need for de- 
fending democratic liberties in the most active possible way. It’s 
expected that he will strike this note again in the messages to 
congress. : 


ALL THE INCIDENTS But the most interesting indications of 


an effort to educate the public are to 
be found in the actual incidents of foreign policy. A case in point 
is the recent embroglio with Germany over the Cleveland speech 
of Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes. 

Harold Ickes is not only personally very close to the Presi- 
dent, he is also in the most frequent contact with him, as a public 
official as well as a friend. The Cleveland speech was no stronger 
than many other Ickes pronouncements on Fascism, for which the 
President had refused to rebuke Ickes in spite of State Depart- 
ment protests. The speech also expressed the sentiments of the 
President and his circle. It may be taken as certain, therefore, 
that the speech met with the President’s approval. The speech was 
protested by Germany. The protest gave the President an excel- 
lent opportunity to take a strong line with the rulers of the Reich. 
He seized the opportunity with extraordinary force. 


MORE DRAMA The result was still another dramatization, this 

time of a dictatorship insolently presuming on 
America’s patience, and getting a deserved come-uppance. The same 
kind of dramatization has been seen in the recall of Hugh Wilson, 
our ambassador at Berlin, and in several other minor incidents. 
Some of these incidents are even very difficult to explain, except 
as gestures which were tempting because of their effect on our own 
people. 

Of course, German provocation has been extreme and tangible. 
The rulers of the Reich have consistently discriminated against this 
country whenever they were able. For example, they have made 
or prepared to make settlements of the Austrian debt problem with 
virtually every other nation owning Austrian bonds. Yet they have 
not even troubled to answer our note of protest. Naturally, the 
President’s management of foreign policy is intended to educate the 
rulers of the Reich quite as much as our own people. If the dic- 
tatorships can be convinced we will fight if we have to choose be- 
tween being faced down and facing them down, then the time of 


choice may never come. 


But the domestic purpose of our foreign 


policy should also be taken into account.

Vitality lately have come to 
think that it is disloyal to the 
country to criticize the errors of 
the national administration and to 
wage controversies between groups 
within the population because this 
gives aid and comfort to the 
enemy, being loudly exploited in 
their press as evidence of the fail- 
ure of our kind of government. 

I argue that the reverse is true, 
that the disunity is no more than 
skin deep and that the Germans 
and Italians deceive themselves in 
believing that democracy is deca- 
dent because it indulges in self- 
criticism. In fact, this criticism, 
including even silly and petty 
fault-finding as well as sound and 
wise opposition, proves the vitality 
of the American system and helps 
to preserve it. And anyone who 
would pipe it down to make an 
impression in the camp of the 
enemy is yielding to the same idea 
that makes Hitler and Mussolini 
sacred names in the crazy coun- 
tries. 


If dissent and opposition were 
waived here in order that we 
might make a front, that would 
call for acceptance of the judgment 
of a very small group of officials 
dominated by one man who him- 
self has indicated no desire for 
such responsibility, although some 
Americans think he has. 

Mr. Roosevelt leans heavily 
against his opposition, but if it 
were suddenly withdrawn he 
might fall on his face, and all of 
us with him, and in that case the 
enemy would have cause for re- 
joicing. 


Not Free _ I have read that any- 
Pp one who has criticized 
apers the New Deal or the 
President has no right to resent 
insulting observations about the 
American government and the 
President in the press of Germany 
and Italy. This forgets, however, 
that those are not free papers but 
weapons, like guns, which the two 
head men use to toss cracks at a 
nation with which their countries 
are on nominally peaceful terms. 
If Cordell Hull were to call Italy 
a land of gangsters that would be 
no more official than the same in- 
sult to this country published re- 
peatedly in the Italian papers.

OLD) HICKORY Mr. Marquis James is the current authority on 
Andrew Jackson. In fact, if you have not read 
‘The Border Captain” and “Portrait of a President” you are not 
well read. Particularly if your reading runs to politics. 


Andrew Jackson was a product of the border. Yet he had with- 

in him a simple dignity, a mighty purpose and a great intelligence. 

He went to the White House with no personal ambitions. He 

chen as far as it is known, had any to be gratified at the White 
ouse. 


He fought everything that was corrupt. Yet he had a loyalty 
which was tinged with sentimentality. There was the postmaster 
slated for dismissal, who came to Jackson and tore off his shirt, 
pointing to wounds received from the British while serving under 
Washington. 


The next day the list was submitted to Jackson. 
master’s name was on it. 


“My God,” said Jackson, “I will not dismiss this man. He has 
a pound of British lead in his body.” And he did not dismiss him. 

Probably the most unjust thing said of Jackson was claiming 
that he said, “To the Victor Belongs the Spoils.” Incidentally 
neither did he say, “To the Victim Belongs the Spoils.” : 

He did not abuse his victory. He removed corrupt officials. 
He did reward party loyalty. That, as long as we do not have a 
civil service, is just. 

You will find the spoils system defended ably and well by 
James Farley in his book, “Behind the Ballots.” Until a civil serv- 
ice program replaces it, it perhaps is not only the most logical sys- 
tem but the most effective, even though it does bring much ineffi- 
clency to government. 


PEOPLE LOVED HIM People loved the tall, unselfish man 
2: from the Hermitage in Tennessee. 

At the preliminary Jackson Day dinner Thursday night, District 
Attorney Lawrence S. Camp told a Jackson story which illustrates 
how people thought of him. After his death, said Camp, two of 
his old soldiers were arguing if Jackson went to Heaven or to hell, 

“ ‘Well,’ said one soldier, ‘I’ll tell you. If he made up his mind 
to go to Heaven he’s there.’ ” 

Jackson raced horses and drank liquor, but never to excess. He 
never once made the modern error of confusing temperance with 
prohibition, and making the two different words mean the same. 
He was, I am sure, one of the finest gentlemen that ever lived: 
kind and generous, and thinking always of the people. He especially 
loved children. 

I like the way Marquis James closes his book. The last para- 
graphs read: 

“At dusk a coach drawn by galloping horses careened into the 
Hermitage drive. A travel-stained, arresting figure dismounted, 
leading a very small boy by the hand. The newcomer towered 
half a head over the tallest man present. Not everyone at first 
recognized Sam Houston. 

_ “The greatest of Old Hickory’s expeditionary captains stood mo- 
tionless before the candle-lit couch of death. Then he dropped to 
his knees, and sobbing, buried his face on his chieftain’s breast. 

“The proprietor of the Texas Republic drew the boy to his side. 

““My son, try to remember that you have looked on the face 
of Andrew Jackson.’ ”

Some day, perhaps, you will travel in far countries and learn 
wisdom by seeing contrasts. But I am afraid to wait, for any- 
thing may happen in times like these, and there are things you 
must learn quickly. 


If you were traveling now, you would find on the west coast 
of Africa a typical British colony. There are concrete piers and 
sturdy warehouses; paved streets, electric lights, a water system. 
The buildings are painted. There is law to keep order and make 
everything safe. Everybody seems busy and clean and healthy. 
Efficient workmen operate machines. You can buy any service 
you need. 


This is civilization—the kind of thing you have known all your 
life. It isa product of capital, authority, organization and training. 

Now step across an imaginary line where British authority ends 
and you enter another world. It is like crossing the Texas border 
into Mexico—only worse. It is a place of poverty and dirt and 
ignorance and disease. 

The roads are unpaved trails; buildings are rattletrap affairs, 
never painted; there is no skill except in the simple necessities. 
There is no machinery, no electricity, no hospital, no school. There 
is violence, laziness, indifference. Disease is unchecked; there is 
no order; flies and vermin and garbage are everywhere. 

Now the first picture, with its blessed and wonderful civiliza- 
tion, is not a gift of the gods, nor did it produce itself. It was built 
by men and women of good will and high ideals. It requires work 
and training, industry and thrift, respect for the rules and a high 
regard for order. In such a place—in such a land as ours—people 
who do their part and render useful service can prosper and live 
in peace and security, each profiting by the work of all and all 
blessed far beyond their understanding. 

But in Eden there are serpents—troublemakers, who could not 
build a civilization themselves and care nothing for this one except 
to profit by it. To serve their own ends, they obstruct and tear 
down and injure. 

These are public enemies. You must learn that, for all who 
interfere with the orderly and peaceful processes that build our 
civilization are threatening your security and peace and happiness. 
You must oppose them as you oppose a less dangerous enemy who 
snatches your purse. man

My Day: Is the Wrong Plan 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON.—I wonder how many of you read an article by 

Mr. Waiter Lippman entitled “The Level of Spending’? In it, he 
takes up the different points of view expressed by Senator Byrd 
and Mr. Eccles, governor of the Federal Reserve gg» tay 
Board. I think he has stated the case of-the in- ~~ ee 
crease of the budget in a very clear manner, but 
there is one point which should be emphasized. 
It is, I believe, entirely true that it is necessary 
to spend, in order to bring up the general na- 
tional income, but if the national income is 
raised, it will actually lower the necessity for 
government spending. 

It is this point which I think the people need 
to understand. Mr. Lippman is probably right, 
that taxes should be visible, and that the only 
way to keep the general public in close touch 
with whatever congress may do from the finan- 
cial standpoint, is to force them to see how it is 
paid, and that this can only be done if they see 
a direct relationship between their pockets and the government 
plans and expenditures. However, they should understand that 
raising the national income will lower this expenditure by giving 
more people a chance to earn their own living and removing them 
as a charge on the government. 

One other thing seems to me vital for the general public to un- 
derstand, namely, that individual saving for the future is valuable, 
but that this saving should not be done in a way which takes money 
out of circulation. In other words, the public should see that its 
banks actually use the money they deposit. 

No one should keep his money in a sock, for it is only as money 
creates more money that the national income can be raised. I can 
give you one concrete example. I know of a small city whose banks 
have more cash than they should hold for normal reserves. The 
city needs to borrow money for low-cost housing. This housing, 
however, cannot be built unless money can be borrowed at 3 Ser 
cent. You and I receive between 11-2 and 21-2 per cent on our 
Savings bank deposits. We should probably be content with the 
lower figure for the sake of safety, and the bank should be willing 
to lend money at the rate which either the city or a private com- 
pany doing such work as low-cost housing could afford to pay. 

This would keep your money in circulation, would increase busi- 
ness operations, and would probably mean that the bank, as a 
result of more business, would get a higher rate of interet on future 
business loans. It seems to me important that people should think 
over these questions and bring their influence to bear in their com- 
munities, if they decide that this kind of thing should be done, be- 
cause it touches their future economic status.
